5.  This  organization  continues  to  oporatc  at  approximately  1 65%  of  its 
authorisation.  A  proposed  MTOE  and  TDA  submitted  on  30  Deecmbor  1967  is 
currently  under  consideration  by  Headquarters  USARV,  and  that  headquarters 
'has  permitted  sufficient  staffing  to  perform  the  mission.  The  principle 
weaknesses  in  the  TOE  arc  that  no  provision  was  mndo  for  additional  func¬ 
tions  such  as  the  1005f  baggage  inspection  of  all  transients,  issuanco  of 
clothing  items  to  transients,  (field  jackets,  bolts,  shoos,  hats,  uniform 
insignia),  oporation  of  a  largo  motor  pool,  a  boat  dock  and  boach,  and

!t']£Al,Rlne  Survey  A  Department  of  tho  Army  directed  riflo  survoy  of 
the  M-16  Rifle  was  conductod  during  the  period  31  January  -  6  February  1968 
using  a  sample  of  approximately  2,000  R&R  and  rota too  personnel  as  referrals. 
Tho  purpose  of  this  survey  was  to  obtain  information  from  users  of  tho  rifle 
on  its  performance.  Rosults  of  tho  aurvoy  were  forwarded  to  Headquarters, 
Dopartmont  of  the  Army,  Office  of  tho  Vice  Chief  of  Staff,  Waahington  D.  C. 

9.  On  4  Fobruary  1968,  531  passengers  on  four  R&R  flights  and  213  roplaco- 
monts  on  one  flight  wore  diverted  to  this  Battalion  duo  to  enemy  activity 
in  tho  Tan  Son  Nhut  and  Bion  Hoa  aroaa  and  later  ro-routod  to  Saigon  for 
return  of  porsonnol  to  their  unite.

Use  of  tho  B-707  Jet  Aircraft  has  required  an 
expansion  of  processing  facilities  and  frequently  taxes  housing  capability 
to  tho  limit  because  it  tends  to  bring  in  larger  numbers  of  porsonnol  pro¬ 
cessing  for  R&R  over  shorter  spaces  of  time. 

11.  On  4  March  1968  tho  Battalion  assumed  a  RED  alort  posture  as  a  result 
of  cnomy  mortar  and  roeoiloss  riflo  firo  directed  at  the  Cam  Ranh  Day  USAF 
Air  Easo.  Tho  Battalion  oxercisod  its  contingency  and  ground  defonso  plans 
with  excellent  results. 

12.  On  21  March  1968  this  organization  began  to  issue  field  jackets  to 
personnel  arriving  from  in-countiy  units  for  return  to  CONUS.

(a)  OMmmCHt  Use  of  the  new  type  sandbag  in  the  construction  of 
bunker*  and  sandbagging  of  buildings  in  the  battalion  area  hae  resulted  in 
a  major  maintenance  problem. 


(b)  EVALUATION:  The  new  weather  resistant  or  plastic  coated  bag 
recently  issued  is  not  suitable  for  this  area  or  for  use  in  the  construction 
°*  ojjleert  type  bwlwrs.  The  intense  heat  seems  to  weaken  and  melt  the 
plastic  flbere  of  the  sandbags  causing  them  to  split  rad  shred  within  a 
relatively  short  period  of  time.  When  constructing  oulvert  type  bunkere  the 
new  bags  must  be  continually  replaced.  The  slick  surface  has  no  gripping 
power  and  easily  slips  from  its  position.  When  this  occurs  in  the  lower 
Motions  of  the  bunkers,  complete  rr>oonetruotion  is  required.  Thie  new  bag 
honoonoidernbljr  reduced  the  life-span  of  bunker#,  caused  safety  hasards  when 
■endhogging  roofs  (again  due  to  the  slippery  surface)  and  has  increased  the 
maintenance  by  an  estimated  30*.

1.  This  headquarters  has  reviewed  the  Operational  Report-Lessons  Learned 
for  the  quarterly  period  ending  30  April  1968  from  Headquarters,  22d  Re¬ 
placement  Battalion. 

2.  Pertinent  comments  follow: 

a.  Reference  item  concerning  automatic  data  processing  of  in-country  air¬ 
lift  manifest,  page  3,  paragraph  a(l):  Concur.  This  capability  is  not  avail¬ 
able  at  the  present  time  for  local  air  terminal  use,  but  it  is  being  considered 
for  the  future.  Availability  is  not  known  at  this  time. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  timely  return  of  R&K  personnel  to  in-country 
units,  page  k ,  paragraph  a(2):  Concur,  There  was  a  temporary  suspension  of 
space  required  seats  for  R&R  returnees  in  February;  however,  the  space  re¬ 
quired  status  has  been  restored.  R&R  returnees  have  a  low  priority  and  may 

be  required  to  wait  a  day  or  two  before  obtaining  air  transportation.  Ade¬ 
quate  airlift  should  be  made  available  to  assure  space  required  movement  within 
12  hours.  This  recommendation  will  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  MACV-JA5 
and  TMA. 


c.  Reference  item  concerning  use  of  the  plastic  coated  sandbag,  page  6, 
paragraph  b(2):  Nonconcur#  Favor&blo  and  unfavorable  comments  have  been  re- 
ceived  on  the  value  of  the  polypropylene  sandbag.  Since  the  burlap  (b105- 
285-47 44)  and  the  polypropylene  sandbag  are  stored  and  issued  separately, 
USARV  has  recommended  that  the  requestor  specify  the  type  sandbag  required 
and  state  in  the  remarks  section  of  the  requisition  whether  a  substitute  is 
acceptable.  An  acrylic  sandbag,  which  has  proved  the  most  promising  of  the 
various  types  tested,  will  be  introduced  into  SEA  during  the  next  FY .
